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Senate passes Defense of Marriage Act 


Legislators define 
marriage as union 
of men, women

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
gave final congressional approval 
today to a bill that would deny federal 
recognition of same-sex marriages 
and let states refuse to sanction such 
unions licensed in other states. 

In a separate vote the Senate reject- 
ed a bill outlawing job discrimination 
against gays. 

The anti-discrimination bill failed 
on a 49-50 vote. It would have 
banned employers from using sexual 
orientation as a basis for hiring, fir- 
ing, promotion or compensation. 

“This bill would validate a lifestyle 
that is unacceptable,” Majority Leader 
Sen. Trent Lott, R-Miss said. 

“Discrimination because of sexual 
orientation is.very similar to other 
kinds of discrimination we have pro- 
hibited,” said Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., the defeated bill’s sponsor. 
“Whether it is based on race, national 
origin, gender, religion, disability or 
age, discrimination is wrong and it 
ought to be prohibited.” 

The Senate passed the Defense of 
Marriage Act — which would define 
marriage in federal law as a legal 
union between one man and one 
woman — 85-14. The House passed 
the bill in July, and President Clinton 
has said he will sign it. 

During debate on the Senate floor, 
supporters called the marriage bill a 
common-sense response to a lawsuit 
going to trial today that could lead 
Hawaii to become the first state to 
issue marriage licenses to gay cou- 
ples. 

“The traditional family has stood for 
5,000 years,” Sen. Phil Gramm, R- 
Texas, said. “Are we so wise today 
that we are ready to reject 5,000 years 
of recorded history? I don’t think so.” 

Gay marriage “flies in the face of 


the thousands of years of experience 
about the social stability that tradi- 
tional marriage has afforded civiliza- 
tion,” said Sen. Robert Byrd, D- 
W.Va. 

The bill does not bar any state from 
legalizing gay marriages within its 
own boundaries. But other states 
would be freed from having to recog- 
nize them as lawful. Same-sex cou- 
ples would remain ineligible for 
spousal benefits under the Social 
Security and Medicare programs or 
for any other federal benefit now 
reserved for married couples. 

The Senate also was to vote today 
on a bill that would ban job discrimi- 
nation against gays. 

Lott denied allegations that the mar- 
riage bill was motivated by bigotry 
against gays. 

“This is not prejudiced legislation. It 
is not mean-spirited or exclusionary,” 
he said. “It is a pre-emptive measure 
to make sure that a handful of judges 
in a single state cannot impose a radi- 
cal social agenda upon the entire 
nation.” 

Opponents criticized the bill as dis- 
criminatory, unconstitutional and 
timed to whip up support for 
Republican presidential candidate 
Bob Dole. 

The bill violates a constitutional 
requirement that states must recog- 
nize legal contracts in other states, 
said Sen. Carol Moseley-Braun, D-III. 

“We all recognize this is an inappro- 
priate legislative activity by the feder- 
al government,” she said. “This fur- 
ther demonstrates that the Defense of 
Marriage Act is really about the poli- 
tics of fear and division and about 
inciting people in an area which is 
admittedly controversial.” 

Gay rights activists and conserva- 
tives said they lobbied lawmakers 
until the last minute today. 

“We're definitely lobbying with 
every ounce of our being,” said David 
Smith, a spokesman for the Human 
Rights Campaign, one of the coun- 
try’s largest gay political groups. 

“We have delivered 12,800 letters 
from HRC members and others 
throughout the country to senators 
today, and we’re very much on the 


phone nationwide,” Smith said 
Monday. 

Conservative groups also were busy 
lobbying, decrying homosexuality as 
immoral. A group of black ministers 
complained about the way some gay 
activists likened their struggle for fair 
treatment to the civil rights move- 
ment. 

“As an African American, | am 
deeply offended by homosexual 
claims that they suffer the same dis- 
crimination that people of color have 
suffered,” said the Rev. Lester James, 
a regional director of the Traditional 
Values Coalition. “Politicians who 
invoke the images of the civil rights 
movement and throw around terms 


like ‘racist’ or ‘bigot’ are taking 
something decent and honorable and 
using it to disguise bizarre sexual 
behavior.” 

The Family Research Council spent 
the day making phone calls to sena- 
tors, group spokeswoman Kristi 
Hamrick said. 

“We've certainly been working. on 
this around the clock,” she said. 

Gay rights groups, however, were 
optimistic of winning the battle“over 
the Senate measure outlawing job dis- 
crimination against homosexuals.

SULAYMANIYAH, Iraq — 
Saddam Hussein wasted no time 
Tuesday in reasserting control of the 


“north of his country after the collapse 


of a U.S.-declared “safe haven,” lift- 
ing trade and travel barriers that had 
stood since the Gulf War. 

Saddam’s Kurdish allies flaunted 
their new authority over this north- 
eastern city, parading through the 
streets and looting the headquarters of 
their vanquished rivals for trophies — 
even toilet seats and light bulbs. 

Tens of thousands of Kurds fled 


Sulaymaniyah for the rugged hills of, 


nearby Iran after the Baghdad-backed 
Kurdistan Democratic Party rolled 
into the city on Monday night. 

U.N. officials estimated up to 
300,090 Kurds might have left, but 
many refugees started returning home 
Tuesday, by truck and taxi and on 
foot, reassured by news that 
Saddam’s troops had not entered the 
city. 

Saddam sought to discourage an 
exodus, declaring a general amnesty 
for all Kurds and lifting travel and 
trade restrictions between Iraq and 
the northern semi-autonomous 
Kurdish areas imposed at the end of 
the 1991 Persian Gulf War. 

The full ramifications of the 
announcement were not immediately 
clear. 

But Saddam and his Kurdish allies 
clearly had effectively eliminated the 
Kurdish “safe haven,’ established by 
U.S.-led forces five years ago. 

The recent fighting started Aug. 31, 
when. the [Iraqi army and the 
Kurdistan Democratic Party teamed 
up to capture Irbil, the de facto 
Kurdish capital in the north.

Iraq last week seemed to deter the 
Iraqi army from taking part in further 
fighting. But with Iraqi forces march- 
ing behind the KDP, the faction has 
easily defeated its Kurdish rival, the 
Patriotic Union of Kurdistan. 

In addition to launching missiles 
against Iraqi military installations, the 
U.S. and allied nations expanded the 
so-called “no-fly zone” in southern 
Iraq. 

Saddam retorted not only by 
announcing he would no longer honor 
the no-fly zones but also by ordering 
his forces to shoot at U.S. and allied 
aircraft. 

Iraq claimed Tuesday it fired three 
surface-to-air missiles at allied air- 
craft over the no-fly zone, but no hits 
were reported. It was the fourth time 
in five days Iraq has reported shoot- 
ing at warplanes over the zone. 

In Sulaymaniyah, Iraqi troops were 
nowhere in sight Tuesday as the KDP 
celebrated its sweeping victory with 
an impromptu parade. Fighters carry- 
ing AK-47 rifles rode through the 
streets in pickup trucks decorated 
with yellow flags and streamers.

About 20 miles northeast of 
Sulaymaniyah, KDP fighters looted 
everything they could carry from the 
headquarters of the Iranian-allied 
PUK. 

Soldiers and villagers towed away 
air conditioners, wire, pipes — even 
light bulbs. One old man stumbled 
away with three fluorescent light 
tubes, a large ceramic urn and a toilet 
seat. 


In Geneva, Rupert Colville, a 
spokesman for the U.N. refugee 
agency, said 75,000 Kurds were head- 
ing for — or were at — the Iran-Iraq 
border town of Panjwin. Some of 
those fleeing threw stones at U.N. 
vehicles in apparent frustration. 

The Iranian government said 
200,000 refugees were massed at the 
border with Iraq, and it gave conflict- 
ing signals about whether they would 
be allowed in.

There is a new threat to youth everywhere — even in Utah county. During the past five 
years, heroin use has exploded right before our eyes. The use of the drug is being perpetuat- 
ed by those with the most influence over today’s generation: Hollywood and the music 
industry. 

Kurt Cobain. A rock legend, his battle with heroin was dramatized and even celebrated 
after his suicide in April 1994. The subject of songs and countless references, many music 
artists struggle with addictions to the devastating drug including Smashing Pumpkins 
drummer Jimmy Chamberlin, Stone Temple Pilots singer Scott Weiland and Depeche 
Mode’s David Gahan, who have all been busted for heroin and/or cocaine. 

Quentin Tarantino’s “Pulp Fiction” made movie history and revived John Travolta’s career 
when he and Uma Thurman were cast as dope fiends. Robert Downey Jr. now calls a lock- 
down detox center “home” after being busted for heroin possession in June. And the fash- 
ion world insists that the waif/junkie. look is all the rage, and reminds young girls that Kate 
Moss has made a career out of it. 

A recently released government report showed that drug use among those 12 to 17 years 
old has risen almost 80 percent since 1992. Equally disturbing is the fact that the number of 
eighth graders who have used heroin in their lifetime has risen 92 percent since 1991, 
according to a study done by the University of Michigan cited in Newsweek. 

Worldwide, the production of heroin has doubled in the past decade, flooding the United 
States and creating a much more competitive market and lowering prices. The purity of the 
néw heroin allows its users to smoke or snort the drug, but many progress to injecting — a 
more potent and more dangerous method. (Injection-drug users now have the highest rates 
ofenew HIV infection.) 

Those who think that heroin use is restricted to Hollywood dressing rooms or the streets 
of,New York are mistaken. In Salt Lake City, for example, heroin arrests increased from 22 
ini1992 to 258 in 1995. 

Salt Lake police narcotics Sgt. Zane Smith said the problem was not limited to one area or 
neighborhood in Salt Lake City. The problem is not limited to one demographic group 

_either; “14- and 15-year-olds, mothers with children and business people” were all types of 
heroin users to which Smith referred. 

Perhaps even more disturbing than the increasing number of young users, is the number 
of baby-boomer parents who expect their children will experiment with illegal drugs — and 
the fact that many of those parents who experimented with drugs themselves don’t consider 
it a crisis. 

Ina survey sponsored by the Center on Addiction and Substance Abuse at Columbia 
University, 65 percent of 1,166 parents surveyed who had used marijuana regularly in their 
youth expect their children to use drugs, and only 58 percent of these parents considered it 
a “crisis” for a child under the age of 16 to use marijuana. 

The resignation of these parents is infuriating, and many feel that a clear “Don’t do drugs” 
message is not being effectively sent to today’s youth to counter-balance the effects of 
Hollywood and the music industry. 

Such feelings are running rampant in the Republican party, especially, which promises to 
make the increase of drug use among the nation’s youth, and the government’s blatant Jack 
of action during the past four years a major issue in the 1996 presidential campaign. 

The fact that Bill Clinton drastically cut the budget for the drug czar’s office in 1993-1994 
will not-help the Democrats defend against the argument that the president has failed to use 
the powers of his office to lead the war on drugs. 

But citizens can not depend on the government to solve the drug problem plaguing 
America, or expect Hollywood or the music industry to monitor themselves. Early educa- 
tion will be perhaps the most effective way to wage the war against heroin and all drugs. 
And this education needs to start in our homes and schools here in Utah Valley.

Yet a drive through many of Utah’s 
Forest Service and Park Service recreation- 
alrdreas will reveal hundreds of campfires. 
A. 20-minute drive from Mirror Lake to 
Kamas on a recent weekend displayed 38 
cdimpfires. Those were just the ones you 
could see from the highway. 

This disregard for basic fire safety comes 
asa result of many who believe that camp- 
fires are an essential part of the outdoor 
experience. In years like this one, we can 
enjoy our great outdoors without fire. The 
scars from this year’s fires alone will take 
generations to heal. We applaud the Forest 
Service for ticketing those they find with 
campfires burning.

Utahns to eat healthy

The 5 a Day Association of Utah has 
named Sept 9 - 14 “National Five a 
Day Week” to encourage Utahns to 
eat at least five daily servings of fruits 
and vegetables. 

According to the 5 a Day press 
release, “Studies have shown that eat- 
ing at least five servings of fruits and 
vegetables daily, will prevent the 
development of diseases like cancer, 
heart disease and diabetes.” 

Are BYU students following this 
advice? 

“No,” said Jayson Wilkinson, a 
junior majoring in mechanical engi- 
neering from Bloomington, Ill.

They’re in a hurry so they 
grab what’s easiest and a lot of times 
it’s not a fruit or vegetable.” 

“T just don’t have the money to buy 
that,” said Andrea Tate, a freshman 
from Salt Lake City majoring in ele- 
mentary education, who eats only two 
servings of fruits and vegetables daily. 

“T never really pay attention to how 
much fruits and vegetables I eat a 
day,” said Kirby Orme, a senior 
majoring in zoology from St. Charles, 
Mo. “I like them better than junk 
food,” said Orme, who estimates he 
eats four to five daily servings of 
fruits and vegetables. 

But Wilkinson seemed to sum up the 
general opinion of BYU students 
when he said, “Potato chips are veg- 
etables, technically.”

Guys, unless you are a member of 
the witness protection program, you 
have no idea what a woman goes 
through to get her name changed after 
she is married. Realizing the exten- 
sive hassle, women often consider 
keeping their maiden names. 

“Currently I have no identity,” said 
Janette Pace, a European studies 
major from Pleasanton, Calif. Pace 
was married in August like hundreds 
of others at BYU and has found that 
changing her name is anything but 
routine. Pace laughs, “essentially I 
don’t exist.” 

After getting married, the paperwork 
goes in and then comes the long wait 
(three weeks) for the proof that you 
really are who you claim to be. 
Surprisingly, the requirements for 


proof are varied. Janette was able to’ 


get a new driver’s license in 
California with absolutely no docu- 
mentation of her recent marriage. 

“It was almost too easy; I just 
walked in and told them I needed a 
new driver’s license with a different 
last name and they gave it to me,” 
Pace said. 

Things aren’t so simple once you 
get back in Provo. There are a few 
things to iron out at BYU. 

The records department at BYU said 
that only a small form was required 
for the change, unless you’ve worked 
at BYU recently or are receiving 
financial aid. If that is the case, you 
must show that you have a new social 
security card. Janette was frustrated 
after being turned away for lack of the 
proper proof.

News that Peter Breinholt played to 
another packed audience in the 
DeJong concert hall Friday night is 
hardly news anymore. 

Breinholt and his band Big Parade 
have become so popular, even in large 
venues such as Kingsbury Hall in Salt 
Lake City, it would be news if one of 
their shows didn’t sell out.

“The problems that it created were 
invisible to the average person, but 
they were problems that we saw, diffi- 
culties that we had operationally,” 
said Rathburn, who also was involved 
in the 1984 Olympics as an official 
with the Los Angeles Police 
Department. 

In a speech to a American Society 
for Industrial Security and in com- 
ments to reporters afterward, 
Rathburn said that despite the difficul- 
ties, he believed security at the 
Atlanta Games was good. 

“The Olympics were a great event, 
probably a greater event to watch than 
to be intimately involved in,” he said. 
“T cannot say I enjoyed it. I enjoy that 
it’s over.” 

To police the games, ACOG relied 
on a broad assemblage of volunteers, 
private security guards, military offi- 
cers and police officers to supplement 
its own force of 12,692 security 
staffers, Rathburn said. 

Many of them ended up at 
Morehouse College, where they com- 
plained of dirty toilets, poor food and 
cockroaches. 

“The housing was terrible,” he said. 
“We got on the defensive in that pro- 
gram, and it was a struggle through- 
out.” 

Rathburn also ran into trouble when 
some security volunteers learned that 


non-security volunteers had been 
given souvenir watches. 

“So we had to go out and spend over 
$200,000 to buy Swatch watches for 
our security volunteers,” he said. 
“Some of these things just amazed the 
hell out of me.” 

Rathburn said ACOG also had to 
rent about 1,200 radios “almost at the 
last minute” because he needed more 
than were provided to ACOG by 
Motorola Inc. under the terms of its 
sponsorship. 

“Had we not gotten those radios, we 
would have had a very difficult time 
managing our staff,’ he said. “One 
thing you’ve got to have is good com- 
munications, and we did not have that 
until we finally got those radios.” 

Rathburn said he did not know 
details of the FBI investigation into 
the park bombing, in which one per- 
son was killed and 111 injured. 

He declined to comment on Richard 
Jewell, the private security guard from 
Atlanta who has been identified as a 
suspect, or the controversy over 
delays in responding to a 911 call 
about the bomb. 

Rathburn said during his speech that 
he was frustrated that the investiga- 
tion has not yet been completed, but 
he said afterward his comment was 
not meant as criticism of the FBI.

According to the Washington Post,

“The worst offenders tend to live in 
rural areas of southern Utah,” Dahle 
said. “Most offenders are adult males. 
In fact, only about 20 to 30 percent of 
adult male drivers in those rural aréas 
wear safety restraints on a regular 
basis.” 

Dahle also said that the most law- 
abiding counties are Weber, Davis, 
Salt Lake and Utah. 

“The more urban areas of Utah tend 
to abide by safety restraint laws 60!to 
70 percent of the time.” Dahle said: 

The Utah Highway Patrol continues 
to stress to drivers that 75 percent of 
fatalities in accidents occur because 
drivers and passengers are not wear- 
ing safety belts. 

“We believe we could save half of 
those people if they would start obey- 
ing the safety restraint laws,’ Dahle 
said. 

The “Make it Second Nature” cam- 
paign has proven to be effective, as 
evidenced by a 5 percent increase 
over the last year in drivers wearing 
safety belts on a regular basis. 

“We feel it has been highly success- 
ful,’ said Dahle. “A 5 percent increase 
in a state of roughly two million peo-

Perot picked economist Pat 

Choate on Tuesday to share his 

Reform Party presidential ticket, 

galling him “a person of intellect, 
courage, integrity and grit” 

, Choate is a protectionist and was 

_ a strong Perot ally in opposing the 

North American Free Trade 


Agreement. He was Perot’s coach 


for a televised NAFTA debate the 

_ Texas businessman had with Vice 

President Al Gore. 

“He knows the system as few 

_do,” Perot said, announcing his 

choice in a 30-minute infomercial 

on CBS. “He knows what's wrong 

With it. We agree what’s wrong 

_ with it. His views are your views 
out there across America.” 

For his part, the campaign 
novice Choate said he joined 
Perot’s third-party ticket because 
government can't be reformed 
“from the inside.” 

“It cannot be changed by either 
of the two major political parties,” 

_the bearded candidate said. “Too 
many people profit too much at 
public expense.” 
_ Choate co-authored a book with 
Perot after Perot’s unsuccessful 
1992 presidential run and recently 
_ has traveled the country promot- 
ing the Texas billionaire as the 
best alternative to the two major 
__ party candidates. He lives in the 
District of Columbia and is little 


_ known outside of political circles, 


although he was a frequent radio 
talk show guest during the 

_ NAFTA debate. 

Perot’s poll standing has plum- 
meted in recent months to the 
point where he now gets roughly 
5 percent in national surveys — 
well off the 19 percent of the vote 

_he garnered in 1992. An ABC 
_News poll released Monday, for 
example, showed Clinton with 53 
percent, Republican Bob Dole 
with 38 percent and Perot with 5 
percent. In polls since Aug. 27, 
Clinton has averaged 52 percent, 
Dole 38 percent. Perot hasn't been 
in double digits since mid-August. 

This shaky political standing 
apparently made it hard for Perot 
to attract a major political figure 
to share the Reform Party tle. - 

In his hunt for a running mate, 
Perot twice made overtures to 
University of Oklahoma President 
David Boren, a Democrat, but the 
former governor and U.S. senator 
said he didn’t want the job. 

Democratic Rep. Marcy Kaptur 
‘of Ohio also declined an offer. 
She and Perot see eye-to-eye on 
NAFTA and other economic 
issues. Republican Rep. Linda 
Smith of Washington, an outspo- 
ken advocate of dramatic cam- 
paign finance reforms, also report- 
edly was approached and 
declined. 

Still, the pick drew early praise 
from Reform Party regulars. 

_ “He’s not a politician, South 
Carolina Reform Party 
Chairwoman Betty Montgomery 
said. “People need to think out- 
side the box and realize you dont 


have to have a politician to go and 


fun the country.” 

Perot friends James Campbell 
and Carl Owenby appear as stand- 
in vice presidential candidates on 
many state ballots because Perot 
was required to name a running 

mate when he filed candidacy 
_ papers. 

Perot and Choate co-wrote a 
book predicting the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
would cause a flood of U.S. jobs 
overseas and put pressure on U.S. 
employers to keep wages and ben- 
efits down if they hoped to remain 
competitive. Choate’s work was 
also cited occasionally during the 
Republican presidential primaries 
by Pat Buchanan, who is a fierce 
critic of the NAFTA and GAIT 
trade agreements. 

Last month, during an appear- 
ance in South Carolina to promote 
Perot, Choate predicted Perot 
would surpass Dole by mid- 
October. 


Hortense storms through Puerto Rico, killing fiy

BOQUERON, Puerto Rico — 
Hurricane Hortense pounded Puerto 
Rico with more than 18 inches of tor- 
rential rain today, blacking out much 
of the island, sending rivers over their 
banks and washing away cars. Five 
people were killed, and four were 
missing and feared dead. 

A 2-year-old boy died in a mudslide 


in the southwestern community of 


Guanica from a storm that meteorolo- 
gists say may set rainfall records. The 
body of a 50-year-old woman was 
found in a car in nearby Lares, and 
three people drowned, including a 75- 
year-old man in Turabo. 

A flood warning was issued through 
Tuesday because “very heavy rains 
and embedded thunderstorms” were 
battering the island. “Most of the 
rivers and creeks in Puerto Rico and 
the U.S. Virgin Islands have over- 
flowed or are at bank-full,” the U.S. 
National Weather Service said. 

Gov. Pedro Rossello said 90 percent 
of Puerto Rico’s 3.6 million people 
were without electricity and potable 
water and that he would ask 
Washington to declare the island a 
disaster area so it could receive emer- 
gency federal assistance. Floodwaters 
destroyed 200 homes in and around 
Ponce. 

“This is likely to be the major heavy 
rain-producer we've ever had,” Ron 
Block of the National Weather 


Service said Tuesday morning in San 


Juan. “Virtually everything is at a 
standstill. We’ve had unofficial 
reports of vehicles washing away. ... 
Everything is effectively closed.” 

The eye of the Atlantic season’s 
fifth hurricane crossed over south- 
western Puerto Rico before dawn 
Tuesday, and headed across the Mona 
Passage at 12 mph with slightly 
diminished winds of 75 mph toward 
the eastern tip of the Dominican 
Republic. 

The storm, which has hurricane- 
force winds extending outward about

30 miles, was expected to skirt north- 
eastern Dominican Republic Tuesday, 
then head in a west-northwesterly 
direction toward the Turks and Caicos 
and southernmost Bahamas. 

It will be at least a day before it’s 
known how close the hurricane might 
come to the U.S. East Coast, though 
forecasters say the storm has a 10 per- 
cent chance of striking Palm Beach, 
Fla., on Thursday. Meteorologists say 
the storm would more likely target the 
Northeast later this week. 

Overnight and early Tuesday, life- 
threatening flash floods erupted all 
over the island including San Juan, 
the capital, the Nationai Weather 
Service reported. 

Authorities reported eastern 
Naguabo town has been drenched by 
more than 18 inches of rain since 6 
p.m. Monday and that it was still 
pouring Tuesday afternoon; Villalba 


in the central mountains said 17.6 
inches of rain had fallen in the same 
period. 

Meteorologists said 12 inches had 
soaked St. Croix and 10 inches fell in 
San Juan over the same period, with 
5-10 inches more forecast for parts of 
Puerto Rico later Tuesday. 

“Civil Defense of Puerto Rico 
reports almost all highways intran- 
sitable and most rivers and lakes 
flooded or out of their banks,” the 
weather service said. 

The storm could be the most damag- 
ing to hit the region since Hurricane 
Hugo, which battered the eastern third 
of Puerto Rico in 1989, causing 12 
deaths and $1.3 billion in damage 
before striking the southeastern 
United States, Block said. 

Hortense, the eighth named storm of 
a hurricane season that ends Nov. 30, 
comes on the heels of Hurricane Fran,
